Insurance rates too expensive for Edmonton’s community league

here will be no new skateboard 
Te: in Edmonton this summer 
unless the city steps in and pays 
for insurance premiums community 
leagues can’t afford. 

Last summer, the Skateboard 
Edmonton Club (SEC) rented 
ramps to five community leagues 
that ran skateboard parks. But this 
spring the Edmonton Federation of 
Community Leagues (EFCL) noti- 
fied its 140-plus members that they 
are not insured to operate skate- 
board parks. 

For skaters, it means fewer 
places to practise their moves. 

“I wonder how it is that a place 
like St. Albert has a skateboard park 
and Edmonton doesn’t,” said Bob 
Yiannakoulias, who has been skate- 
boarding for more than a decade. “I 
just don’t think many city council 
members care — it’s just not prob- 
lem enough for them yet.” 

Yiannakoulias said local skaters 
are baffled by the fact that even 
smaller towns like Airdrie and 
Eckville have skateboard parks but 
Edmonton doesn’t. Local skaters 
who want to board at parks need to 
drive to St. Albert, Morinville, 
Leduc, Beaumont or Devon. 
Sherwood Park is about to build a 
skateboard park and Stony Plain 
has one as well. 

“Skateboarding is really booming 
right now,” explains Bill Pidruch- 
ney, president of SEC. “We have 
had calls from communities outside 


, of Edmonton saying, ‘we need 


information’ from Slave Lake to 
High Level to Bonnyville.” 

But the simple fact of the matter 
for most community leagues is 
insurance costs are too high. EFCL 
president Ron Kuban said his own 
community league has abandoned 
the idea of having such a facility. 

“In my own community league 
the matter was discussed and when 
I mentioned the added cost 
- ». It Was more or less sidelined,” 
said ee Fa now there just 
aren't enough leagues lobbying the 
EFCL to get expanded insurance

In the jam-packed oasis of 
the Sugarbowl, a congested Arden 
shared her thoughts on an adventurous 
creative process leading to her latest 
release, Blood Red Cherry, and the 
assertion that she’s taking a happier 
path in her musical endeavors. 

The most obvious departure for Arden 
in producing her most recent album is the 
addition of guitarist Russel Broom to the 
creative process. Broom collaborated 
with Arden, offering his expertise for 
most of the songs on the album. His pres- 
ence offered Arden a refuge from the 
often draining and solitary style of writ- 
ing she’s become accustomed to. In the 
past, this has typically involved a lone 
Arden chaining herself to the kitchen 
table for days on end. 

“I used to have to be pretty blue to 
write and pretty sequestered away. I 
didn't want to write like that anymore.” 

Broom’s presence pushed 
her to break out of that mode 
and the two even ventured 
outdoors on several field trips 
to find more creative spaces 
for writing. For 10 months the 
pair wrote on and off, produc- 
ing at least one song a day. 
Broom became an invaluable 
sounding board for musical

“Tm a firm believer that if Mozart were 
here today he'd be using Protools and 
synthesizers . . . He’d have had a lot more 
time and left us with a lot more music.” 

Yet overproduction is still a concern 
for the artist who remains with longtime 
producer Ed Cherney for her latest foray. 
For Arden there is no better way to 
express emotion than through the human 
voice and there is nothing synthetic that 
can replace that. 

“I don’t want people not to recognize 
me in the music — it’s taken me 20 years 
to get here. Ed always makes sure I come 
through the technology.”

Tite as The Machine Isle is 

making waves in the remix 
world by using a stack of electron- 
ic hardware, bass, guitar and an 
improvisational approach to their 
performances, making each one a 
truly one-of-a-kind experience. 

The audio experiments of musi- 
cians Gary Joynes and Aaron 
Maeri have evolved through the 
use of layered loops and unstruc- 
tured elements with the idea that 
an open-format approach allows 
for endless permutations within 
the loose boundaries of a well- 
defined esthetic. Live experimen- 
tal visuals have been integrated 
into their performance with the 
addition of visual artist and anima- 
tor Jody Rusnak, who manipulates 
a live visuai system he invented. 

The group's performances 
embody a full sensory experience 
that encircles the audience rather 
than alienating it. While it’s com-

Jve given a name to my pain and it’s Jerry 

Bruckheimer. The Hollywood producer is respon- 
sible for some of the most artistically rancid 
blockbusters in the history of cinema. Formulaic junk 
such as Top Gun, Days of Thunder, Dangerous 
Winds, Bad Boys, Con Air, and the unforgivable 
Armageddon, are joined by a remake of the 1970's 
cult car chase film Gone in 60 Seconds. As always, 
style destroys substance, this time in a careening 
story about car thieves who have one night to make 
50 hot cars into “hot” cars. 

After his younger brother’s carelessness leads the 
police to a notorious gangster's chop-shop, legendary 
auto thief Memphis Raines (Nicholas Cage) must 
come out of retirement and reform his old gang. If he 
doesn’t deliver all the cars on time, British gangster 
Raymond Calitri (Christopher Eccleston) will run Kip 
(Giovani Ribisi) through the car crusher, making 
Memphis an only child. Joining the gang are the usual 
bunch of stock characters: Robert Duvall as the wise 
old father figure, shamelessly named Otto; Angelina 
Jolie as decorative set-piece/former lover Sarah; mus- 
cular madman The Sphinx (Vinnie 
Jones from Lock, Stock and Two 
Smoking Barrels), as well as the 
wisecracking hipster, the comput- 
er geek, the lovable dummy, etc. 
Delroy Lindo is officer Castleback, 
the cop who both respects and 
makes it his life’s work to arrest 5 
Memphis. That’s pretty much it, 
except for a lovable, but trouble- 
some dog thrown in for comic 
relief. 

Almost every Bruckheimer production has the 
same set of tired characters who overcrowd a con- 
trived plot that's weak on logic and character devel- 
opment, but heavy on explosions. Cage has portrayed 
the same sensitive, brow-furrowing anti-hero so many 
times his performance is parody and, like allthe oth- 
ers, 100 per cent depth-free. 

The obsession with eye-candy is overwhelming, but 
not surprising, considering Bruckheimer’s beginnings 
in advertising. It’s not just the excessive product 
placement or the idiotic catch phrases that make his 
films feel like a string of Superbowl commercials, it’s 
the rapid pace designed for short attention spans. The 
film tries to sell itself to as large an audience as possi- 
ble by tossing in as many selling points as possible, 
edited together by the Tasmanian Devil. There’s fast 
cars, guns, comedy, the hottest stars, the coolest 
clothes and technology, a pounding soundtrack, a 
love story, family drama, stunts galore, the calculated 
proportion of visible minorities, random showers of
